DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

Claims 1-17, 20-35, 39, 41, 43, 51-52 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Ring et al [20010005735] in combination with Ring et al [6531524 
and Sukata et al 5501934] . Applicants' argue that the toner cannot be anticipated by a 
powder coating composition. The powder coating of Ring et al is a chargeable resin 
powder and has a size limitation note [0050] and [0098] of [20010005735]. Ring 
[6531524] also teaches the size of the powder coating as in the range of the toner 
particles used in an electrostatic application. The relationship of a toner and a 
chargeable resin powder is taught in Sukata et al. note Abstract, Col3 lines 15-25. The 
resin powder, toner for developing electrostatic images and powder coating for 
electrostatic painting may incorporate metal powders, fluidity improving agents and 
other additives. It would be obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of 
applicants' invention with a reasonable expectation of success to use the fluidity agents 
such as aluminum oxides and hydroxides that improve the powder coating and to use 
such a powder in the toner composition to develop electrostatic images 

1. Claims 18, 19, 36, 37, 38, 40, 42, 44-46 are objected to as being dependent 
upon a rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form 
including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
